A TEST FOR 
HOPEFULS

CHILDREN who want to 
attend Banbury Academy 
will have to take a 
literacy test under plans 
that would safeguard 
places for less-able 
students. 

The academy, formerly 
known as Banbury School, 
wants to change its 
admissions policy if the 
school faces an overload of 
applications. This is because 
there are a set number of 
places allocated to three 
bands based on abilities. 

Executive principal Dr 
Fiona Hammans said this 
move would ensure the 
academy remained "fully 
comprehensive", so it could 
cater for all pupils and help 
teachers prepare for their 
new students. 

It also wants to give 
priority to those who attend 
the town's Dashwood and 
Harriers academy primaries. 

There are currently more

places than children at 
Banbury Academy - but 
demand is expected to grow 
in coming years. 

A teachers' union 
spokesman, however, 
warned the "selection" 
policy would put stress on 
parents and reduce choice. 

But Dr Hammans said: "It 
is not selection by any way. 
It is to get a completely 
comprehensive set of 
youngsters - not a skewed 
result." 

Plans for 1,070 homes at 
Bankside, Oxford Road, 
would "dramatically 
change" its intake to the 
more "socio-economic 
advantaged", she said. 

Dr Hammans added: "If 
you look at any popular 
school, then the sharp- 
elbowed middle classes will 
find their way into the 


school they want." And the 
school was expecting a "big 
scramble" for places within 
three years. 

"We want to make sure 
that we maintain a 
comprehensive structure 
and the first way to do that 
is to have literacy testing," 
she said. 

"We would like to have 
youngsters right across the 
ability range." 

Children in the care of 
the local authority and those 
with siblings already at the 
school would be prioritised. 

Harriers and Dashwood 
pupils would be next in 
line, followed by other town 
schools, those living closest 
and children of some staff. 

These policies echo those 
of the Aspirations 
Academies Trust, which

Banbury Academy belongs to. 

The school swapped to become an 
academy last September and can now 
make such changes because of powers 
given to academy schools. 

National Union of Teachers 


spokesman Ed Finch said SAT tests 
already caused "great stress" for Year Six 
pupils. He said: "Further testing by the 
academy for selection purposes looks 
like the thin end of a very dangerous 
wedge." All primary pupils, and not just 
AAT schools, should have an equal 


chance of a place, he added. 

It comes after the school announced a 
bid for Government cash to convert its 
Broughton Building into a "studio space" 
school for about 300 14- to 18-year-olds 
who would specialise in English and 
Maths. It has also made a bid to open a 


free school in a former caretakers' home 
for up to 50 pupils who "struggle" to 
study in a mainstream setting.

Council's concern over HS2 compensation 


COMPENSATION offers for 
homes affected by plans for a 
high-speed railway line through 
Oxfordshire have been criticised 
by council bosses. 

Cherwell District Council is 
to raise a series of concerns 
over the High Speed 2 project. 

The line will connect Fondon 
to Birmingham and later the 
north, passing through North¬ 


east Oxfordshire, by villages like 
Finmere and Mixbury. 

Already, the council has 
joined other local authorities in 
issuing a High Court challenge, 
on which a judgement is 
expected this month. 

Among a list of worries, the 
council said a bid to let the 
Government refuse to buy a 
blighted home if only part 


needed to be knocked down 
was "unacceptable". It said: "A 
property that was so close to the 
proposed scheme that it 
required part of it to be 
demolished, must be 
purchased." 

It also opposed a plan to set a 
fixed zone, in which property 
owners could bid to sell their 
homes to the Government. 


It said: "There would likely be 
those very close to the line that 
will feel little or no effect and 
others at a great distance, which 
could suffer adverse visual 
intrusion or the effects of sound 
or vibration on their property." 

The Department for Transport 
had yet to comment at the time 
of going to press.

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Court told how charity competitor innocently took 'supplement' 


Coroner's warning after 


marathon runner's death 


A YOUNG charity runner, 
who died near the finishing 
line of the London 
Marathon, was using a 
stimulant which has since 
been banned, an inquest 
heard last week. 

Claire Squires, a 30-year-old 
hairdresser, collapsed on April 
22 last year, having suffered 
cardiac failure, an inquest at 
Southwark Coroner's Court 
heard. 

Miss Squires was running the 
marathon in aid of the Banbury 
branch of the Samaritans, where 
her mother, Cilia, is a volunteer. 

She had aimed to raise £500 
for the charity, but when the 
news of her death hit national 
headlines, the total jumped to 
more than £1 m. 

It is yet to be revealed 
precisely how much money the 
branch will get. However, the 
Claire Squires Fund - which 
was set up after the tragedy - 
said it would support the branch 
for at least the next decade. 

Currently the branch receives 
about £30,000 a year, which 
has allowed the Banbury branch 
to undergo a refurbishment of 
its training facilities for new 
members, and set up the Claire 
Squires Award, to be presented 
to volunteers once they have 
reached 24 years of service. 

But at last week's inquest into

Miss Squires' death, the coroner 
heard that Miss Squires had 
bought the supplement Jack3D 
online, but did not realise it 
contained 1,3-dimethylamine, 
which increases heart rate. 

Boyfriend Simon van 
Herrewege told the hearing that 
Miss Squires had put a scoop in 
her water bottle for "a boost" if 
she needed it during her charity 
run. 

Outside court he read a 
statement on behalf of the 
Squires family. 

He said: "Claire would never 
ever have taken anything that 
would cause her harm, or even 
worse risk her life. 

"She innocently took a 
supplement which at the time 
was entirely legal and widely 
available on the high street and, 
somewhat worryingly, was 
apparently used by so many 
others 

"It is clear that there needs to 
be far better supervision of the 
so-called health foods and 
supplements industry, so that no 
more tragedies like this happen 
again. 

"Claire was a beautiful 
person, committed to helping 
others. We have been comforted 
by all those who knew and 


loved Claire and by the support 
shown by the general public 
through donations to the 
Samaritans and subsequent 
charitable events to raise money 
for worthwhile causes in her 


name. 

"The overwhelming response 
will help Claire's memory live 
on and hopefully help others." 

Coroner Dr Philip Barlow 
said: "My hope is that the 
coverage of this case and the 
events leading up to Claire's 
death will help publicise the 
potentially harmful effects of 
DMAA during extreme 
exertion." 

In a narrative verdict he 
ruled: "She had taken a 
supplement containing DMAA, 
which on the balance of 
probabilities in combination 
with extreme physical exertion, 
caused acute cardiac failure 
which resulted in her death." 

The coroner said no-one 
should believe that Miss Squires 
regularly took the drug, which 
was not illegal to buy, possess 
or use, even though the court 
heard that it is now banned by 
the US Army and for elite 
athletes. 

Samaritans director Paul 
Gardiner said: "The Claire 
Squires Fund has allocated 
money to support our branch in 
recognition of Cilia, Claire's

"Some representations have not 
been included within this report 
due to their prejudiced nature." 

Chipping Norton's muslim 
community, which the 2011 
Census said was 34-strong out of 
a population of 6,337, currently 
meets in the town hall on Fridays. 

The new mosque will open for 
ten-minute prayer sessions 
between sunrise and one hour 
after sunset five times a day, Mr 
Hasan said. 

Mr Hasan said he did not plan 
to hold religious teaching 
sessions.

A NEWSPAPER photographer is 
facing jail after taking pictures 
of jury members outside Oxford 
Crown Court. 

Lucy Ford, of Smith Street, 
Warwick, was working for the 
Banbury Guardian when she is 
alleged to have fallen foul of 
contempt of court laws which ban 
photographing jurors. 

The court heard she took pictures 
of two jury members on Tuesday, 
January 28, and asked them to 
identify a photo of a defendant on 
trial for child sex abuse offences. 

Judge Ian Pringle said he had 
been told the 34-year-old quickly

realised her mistake, telling the 
jurors - "Sorry, I'm not supposed to 
talk to you". 

She then apologised to a member 
of the court's security staff. 

But Judge Pringle said he was 
taking the matter seriously because 
it could have led to the case being 
abandoned. 

He said: "The concern that I had 
is that if it is right that she took a 
photograph of jurors leaving this 
court, that in itself can intimidate 
those individuals. 


"It is only by good fortune that 
both of them were happy to 
continue. 

"The trial could have been 
abandoned and we could have had 
a retrial with a repeat of children 
giving evidence." 

But Kate Wilson, defending, said 
the jury members had simply 
walked past as the photograph was 
being taken. 

She said: "She is potentially 
facing a custodial sentence. 

"These jurors walked into her 
picture. It was in no way an attempt 
to intimidate a juror." 

The case was adjourned but is 
due to continue today.

You can do it 
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Births still suspended 


HEALTH bosses were unable to 
say when pregnant women will be 
able to give birth at Chipping 
Norton's maternity unit again. 

The birth facilities at the Cotswold 
Maternity Unit were "temporarily" 
shut more than three months ago after 
concerns about working practices 
were raised by staff and mothers. 

A review was then launched to 
look at why a high number of women 
from the area were 
choosing to have 
their births 
elsewhere, and the 
transfer rate to other 
hospitals. 

Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust 
said in October that 
the review would 
take about three 
months, but this 
week it said the 
document was still 
not finished. 

The trust said the review's 
recommendations would then need to 
be considered by its board in March 
before a decision is finally made. 

Hilary Biles, Oxfordshire County 
Council member for Chipping Norton, 
said it was disgraceful the review had 
still not been completed. 

She said: "How long does it take to 
do a review of staff management? It 
should not even take 12 weeks.

"There are mothers that are up in 
the air about where they are going to 
give birth, and that is unacceptable. It 
should be open now." 

Mrs Biles said the maternity unit 
had been a new and state-of-the-art 
facility when it was opened by Prime 
Minister David Cameron in May 
2011 . 

She added that 
the public needed 
to know the 
reasons for the 
closure and has 
called for an 
independent 
inquiry into the 
suspension of 
births. 

She said: "If it 
was a management 
issue, which is 
what they are 
saying, they are 
asking the same staff to work on this 
review that were involved in the 
management. 

"I don't think that is right and it 
needs to be more transparent." 

Jane Herve, head of midwifery for 
Oxford University Hospitals NHS 
Trust, said: "We have very nearly 
completed our evidence collection for 
the review and the report will then be 


written. I will give an interim report 
on the review to the February meeting 
of Oxfordshire County Council's 
health overview and scrutiny 
committee. 

"The report and recommendations 
following the review will be 
considered by the trust's board in 


early March." She added: "We are 
committed to reopening the Cotswold 
Maternity Unit as soon as we are able 
to, but are not able to say yet exactly 
what date that will be." 

A petition launched last year claims 
two midwives were suspended from 
the maternity unit after they raised 


concerns about working practices and 
safety. The petition calls for them to 
be reinstated. The trust will not 
confirm these claims. 

Between April 2012 and the 
suspension of births in October, 33 
babies were born at the maternity 
unit.

Joint call to help county 
teens suffering from ME 


PATIENTS and doctors in 
Oxfordshire have called for 
new specialist services to 
help young people suffering 
from ME. 

Oxfordshire ME Group for 
Action, known as Omega, 
claims the county's lack of help 
has forced more than 300 
children to "put their futures on 
hold". 

Research carried out by the 
group, with the help of the 
Oxfordshire Local Involvement 
Network (LINk), found that 
more that two thirds of GPs did 
not think services were good 
enough. 

Omega said the doctors 
would also support a 
"multidisciplinary team" to help 
youngsters cope with the 
chronic fatigue syndrome. 

At present the Oxfordshire 
Community ME Team is only 
able to treat children who are 
14 and above. 

Mark Ellis, of Elton Road, 
Banbury, has tried to find help

for his 18-year-old daughter, 
Sophie, who has suffered from 
the condition for the last nine 
years. 

She has been in the John 
Radcliffe Hospital for the last 
three months and her father said 


that even watching the TV or 
talking on the phone could 
leave her exhausted. 

He said: "When Sophie fell 
ill, although supportive, our GP 
simply did not have the 
knowledge or understanding of 
the illness to recognise it. 

"Because it took six years for 
her to receive a confirmed 


diagnosis of ME, her doctors 
didn't know how to treat her 
and her condition became 
increasingly worse. 

"For the past three years she 
has been severely affected and 
has been in hospital for a total 
of seven months in the last year 
- being fed by tube to keep her 
alive. 


"If ME had been diagnosed 
when she first became ill, 
following a gastric virus, and we 
had received good advice, there 
is no doubt that she would not 
have become so severely ill. 

"Better education for GPs and 
a community service for 
children like Sophie are vital to 
prevent this happening to 
another child." 

Omega member Patricia 
Wells said: "Our GPs are under 
great pressure and we are 
grateful to those who filled in 
our survey. 

"We are pleased that they 
recognise this horrible illness as 
a clinical entity. Many GPs are 
helpful to patients with ME. 

"They say they need better 
information and this is 
confirmed by our members who 
experience different levels of 
knowledge and understanding. 

"Changes are needed to 
improve services for children 
and adults to enable them to 
receive the medical support that 
they need."

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■ Cabinet backs plan for increases 

Day centre 
fees may 
rise 258% 


CONTROVERSIAL day-centre charges 
look set to be increased by 258 per cent 
after councillors backed the plans. 

Oxfordshire County Council's ruling cabinet 
agreed the proposals last week. 

The cost of attending day centres will rise 
from £4.18 to £15 from September. 

And the fee for transport to the centres will 
go up by 82p to £5 for a return journey a rise 
of 1 6.4 per cent. 

Liberal Democrat councillor Jenny Hannaby 
raised concerns that some elderly people 
could lose an important lifeline. 

The county councillor said: "I believe that a 
lot of people will stop using the day centres 
and the viability of them will be hit." 

Speaking after the meeting, she reiterated 
her worry. 

She said: "There will be a group of people

who drop out. So, in two or three years time, it 
could lead to a review over the viability of 
some centres - which could then close." 

Cabinet member for adult services, Arash 
Fatemian, defended the plans and said there 
was "misinformation" floating about. 

He said: "We value day centres as an 
important part of the community." 

Mr Fatemian added the aim was to increase 
the quality and keep the day centres viable. 

And he said the charges would be 
introduced gradually over a phased two-year 
period from September 2013 as part of a 
commitment to keep the centres open. 

The plans now need to be approved by full 
council.

Leader's vision of a 
county travel card 


A TRAVEL card that could be 
used by bus and rail 
passengers across Oxfordshire 
is being proposed by 
Oxfordshire County Council 
leader Ian Hudspeth. 

He wants to create a plastic 
smartcard similar to the Oyster 
card in London, which can be 
used on buses, rail services, and 
to pay for car parking. 

The "Oyster card for 
Oxfordshire" does not yet have 
the backing of the council's 
cabinet, and Mr Hudspeth wants 
to consult passenger groups 
before costing the idea and taking 
it forward. 

The proposal follows the 
success of the Key smartcard 
introduced by Oxford Bus 
Company in 2010. Rival bus firm 
Stagecoach operates a similar 
smartcard. 

Eighteen months ago a joint 
ticketing arrangement was 
introduced so that Oxford Bus 
Company and Stagecoach 
passengers could use both

companies' services in and 
around Oxford, using a 
SmartZone option on the 
smartcards. 

Mr Hudspeth said: "The card 
would be similar to the Oyster 
card in London, and could be 
used on different forms of 
transport across Oxfordshire, to 
make it seamless and easier for 
people to travel. 

"At first the card could be 
designed for just bus passengers, 
but eventually I would like to 
extend it so that rail passengers 
could use it as well. 

"This is at an early stage, but 
it's an idea I want to explore with 
all travel operators and passenger 
groups to see what they think. 

"The card could be used to pay 
for park-and-ride car parking 
charges, and for bus and train 
tickets. 

"I want to investigate how far 
this could go, using smartphone 


technology, and perhaps a special 
Oxfordshire travel app could also 
be created. 

"For example, I would like 
someone to be able to park and 
ride at Water Eaton and then get 
the train from Oxford to London, 
using just the one card." 

Philip Kirk, managing director 
of Oxford Bus Company, said: 

"We realise that the success of 
our groundbreaking Key has made 
everyone aware of the advantages 
of a smartcard in speeding up 
journey time and making bus 
travel more flexible. 

"We are happy to discuss the 
possibilities and investigate how 



we can harness the ever-changing 
technology." Mr Hudspeth said he 
would set up a working group to 
examine the proposal if he was 
still council leader after the May 
election, and that a card could 
take up to 18 months to launch. 

Hugh Jaeger, local spokesman 
for Bus Users UK, said: "I met Mr 
Hudspeth to discuss this. 

"There are bus passengers in 
outlying areas who want to take 
advantage of joint ticketing but 
can't at the moment. They would 
certainly welcome a smartcard for 
bus travel for the whole of 
Oxfordshire. 

"The technology is there, so 
there's no reason why this 
shouldn't be investigated." 

Bruce Williamson, a spokesman 
for rail campaign group Railfuture, 
added: "A card like this would 
provide more flexibility for rail 
passengers, but I think you still 
need to keep the option of paying 
cash." 

Ticket barriers at Oxfordshire 
stations have not yet been 
adapted for smartcard use.

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MP in warning after 

A SENIOR Tory MP has warned the RSPCA that it 
must face criticism if it is seen as a political 
prosecutor, after it secured a conviction against 
a hunt in North Oxfordshire. 

Former Solicitor General Sir Edward Gamier 
said the RSCPA faced a “public perception it has 
become a political prosecutor”. 

Two members of the Heythrop Hunt - Julian 
Barnfield, 49, and Richard Sumner, 68 - pleaded 
guilty to hunting foxes illegally at Oxford 
Magistrates’ Court in December. 

The Hunt itself also admitted to the charges. 
The RSPCA brought the case as a private 


charity's prosecution 

prosecution, which cost £250,000 and was its 
first under the terms of the Hunting Act. 

Speaking in a Westminster Hall debate, Sir 
Edward said: “We need to be very careful the 
prosecuting system does not allow itself to 
become an arm of any one or any number of 
political campaigns.” 

Barnfield, of Worcester Road, Chipping Norton, 
was fined £1,000 and ordered to pay £2,000 costs 
and Sumner, of Salperton, Gloucestershire, was 
fined £1,800 and ordered to pay £2,500 costs. 

The Hunt was fined £4,000 and told to pay 
costs of £15,000.

ABOUT one in five county 
drink-drive arrests take place 
between 6am and 6pm, new 
figures show. 

Police said it is a stark warning 
about the dangers of driving "the 
morning after the night before". 

The figures reveal that from 
November 2011 to October 2012, 

111 out of 603 arrests - that is 18 
per cent - were during the day. 

A further 203 were between 6pm 
and midnight and 289 from 
midnight to 6am, figures released 
under the Freedom of Information 
Act show. 

From December 1, 2011, to 
January 2, 2012, some 15 per cent 
of arrests (66 drivers) were recorded 
between 6am and 6pm.

And 21 people were arrested in 
the county, from December 1 to 1 6. 

Those found to be above the limit 
face a driving ban for at least a year, 
though this can be reduced by 
attending a course if offered. 

Thames Valley Police road safety 
sergeant Chris Appleby said most 
people arrested between 6am and 
6pm will be driving the next 
morning after a boozey night out. 

He added: "They get three or four 
hours sleep, shower and breakfast 
but that isn't going to make you 
sober." 

The force is currently running a 
"Smashed" campaign - to warn of 


the legal and personal 
consequences of a drink-drive 
conviction. 

Sgt Appleby said: "There is still a 
long way to go to get this menace 
off our roads. I think people are 
getting the message about drink¬ 
driving. 

"Fewer people are doing it than 
they did 20, 30 years ago." 

But he warned: "Ultimately, there 
is no safe amount of alcohol to have 
in your system if you are going to be 
driving. Leave it 24 hours. 

"It is difficult to tell people that 
because of the way our culture is, 
but that is the only way." 

Only exceptional cases, like 
medical emergencies, will see 
drivers who are found to be over the 
limit, escape a ban, he said. 


Crime figures show a drop in violence 


CRIME has fallen by 12 per cent across the Thames 
Valley, the latest figures show. 

There were 19,317 fewer crime victims from 
October 2011 to September 2012 compared to the 
period the year before, the Office for National 
Statistics figures show. House burglaries fell by 16 per 
cent and robberies dropped by 18 per cent. And 
violence against the person crimes fell by 17 per cent 
and sex crimes by six per cent. 

Oxfordshire-specific figures were not available. 

Thames Valley Police Chief Constable Sara Thornton 
said: "These figures reflect the hard work and 


dedication of all the officers and staff across Thames 
Valley Police. 

"The reductions we have seen in violent crime is a 
testament to the work we do to police the night-time 
economies of our busy towns and cities and our 
commitment to maintaining a frontline presence." 

The survey also showed 60 per cent of residents 
agreed the force was tackling local concerns. 

Police and Crime Commissioner Anthony Stansfeld 
added: "We will be continuing in our efforts to reduce 
crime even further. This latest reduction is a strong 
foundation to build upon."

A COUPLE who set up a cider¬ 
making business are raising 
a glass to their success after 
being selected as one of the 
winners of the Local Busi¬ 
ness Accelerators competi¬ 
tion. 

Jo Dakin and Tony Harrison 
turned their backs on the corporate 
world to enjoy the good life running 
a 10-acre orchard near Warming- 
ton, just outside Banbury, and last 
year produced about 7,000 litres of 
cider including their Thorn Brook 
premium brand. 

This year they are looking to step 
up production using more of their 
own fruit and will start selling 
through local branches of the Co¬ 
op, as well as pubs and festivals 
which proved a hit last year. 

And to help them along they will 
receive three months’ worth of free 
advertising in a Newsquest publica¬ 
tion of their choice along with a 
year’s support from a top business 
mentor. 

Ms Dakin said: “The advertising 
will be useful as we look to launch 
Thorn Brook in the shops and the 
mentoring will be great as some¬ 
times you feel as if you are working 
in a vacuum and you just want a 
sounding board to see whether you 
are going in the right direction. 

“We have also talked about taking 
on an employee and starting to 
export but I have never done those 


things before, so meeting someone 
with experience will be very use¬ 
ful.” 

The Little Orchard Company is 
one of three winners of the Local 
Business Accelerators competition 
run in the Banbury Cake and its sis¬ 
ter titles. 

Richard Ashton, who runs Abing¬ 
don-based WorldBeatsMusic, is also 
banging a drum for his business 
after being selected as a winner. 

He formed his company after 
becoming disillusioned with the 
County Music Service where he had 
worked previously. Now he works 
with schools throughout the county 
running music classes and work¬ 
shops and has found a ready 
demand for his services. 


Mr Ashton said: “It is fantastic to 
be a winner. I am very surprised. 
Any help I can get will be amazing, 
especially as I am not very clued up 
on marketing and social media. 

“If you had told me a few years ago 
that I would be running my own 
business, I would have laughed. But 
I have found a passion for it.” 

The third winner is Woodstock- 
based Next Generation Renewable 
Energy, run by Greg Bishop and 
Rob Stocks. 

Mr Bishop, an electrician by trade, 
and plumber Mr Stocks decided to 
put their skills together to start 
their business in 2009.

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Anger at fuel report 




Verdict on the county's varying 
prices at the pumps is rubbished

DRIVERS claim a postcode lottery at 
the pumps is fuelling their anger. 

Motorists in Oxfordshire have hit out at 
the latest report into the fuel industry. 

And a county survey found fuel prices 
varied by up to 13 pence - with petrol on 
sale for 130.9p per litre in some places, 
and as much as 143.9 per litre at others. 

But the report by the Office of Fair 
Trading played down the price differences 
between neighbouring towns, and 
dismissed claims that independent traders 
were failing to compete with supermarkets. 

Local minicab driver Richard Barlow, 59, 
said: "In Swindon you can get petrol for 
£1.27 or £1.28 per litre, so why is it £1.34 
in some places in Oxfordshire? It just 
doesn't make sense. 


"I don't know how they have come up 
with these findings. It's crazy that they can 
say there's nothing in it." 

He said he would rather pay much 
higher car tax than pay duty on petrol. He 
claimed drivers were hit twice by the 
taxman. 

According to comparison website 
petrolprices.com, a driver can fill up for an 
average of 130.9p per litre in Banbury, but 
motorists stocking up in Bicester have to 
fork out an average of 134.9p per litre. 

Haulage boss Steve Radband also 
reacted with anger to the report. The 50- 
year-old said: "It's ludicrous that these 

_people think the 

pricing structure is 
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fair. 

"If you filled up at 
a supermarket and 
then later from a 
service station, I 
guarantee it would 
be about six or seven 
pence difference. 

How is that fair?" 

Mo Krish, a Texaco 
station manager, said 
independent outlets were more 
likely to suffer if a supermarket 
was selling fuel nearby. Larger 
outlets could charge less for 
their fuel as they attract more 
customers. 

He said: "I feel it depends on 
location. If you have a 
supermarket nearby, I think it 
does affect independent petrol 
stations." 

The report confirmed that the 
OFT had received complaints 
about discrepancies between 
neighbouring towns, but said 
evidence gathered showed "it 
did not appear that price 
differences were as great as

those complained of". 

It said: "We found that petrol 
and diesel tended to be 
cheaper in local areas that have 
a greater number of local 
retailers and, in particular, in 
areas where one or more 
supermarkets are present." 

It went on to say that 
independent retailers had 
complained they were unable 
to compete with supermarket 
and oil company-owned sites. 

It said: "We have engaged 
extensively with independent 
dealers and their trade body, 
the Retail Motor Industry 
Federation and have given 


detailed consideration to the 
evidence that we have 
received. 

"However, we have not at 
this stage received sufficient 
evidence of any practices being 
used against independent 
dealers to justify investigating 
these allegations further." 

It also said it had found 
"limited evidence" of "rocket 
and feather pricing" - a term 
used to describe prices rising 
quickly in response to an 
increase in the price of crude 
oil, but falling slowly in 
response to a decrease. 

OFT chief executive Clive 


Maxwell said: "We recognise 
that there has been widespread 
mistrust in how this market is 
operating. 

"However, our analysis 
suggests that competition is 
working well, and price rises at 
the pump over the past decade 
or so have largely been down 
to increases in tax and the cost 
of crude oil. 

"Our call for information has 
not identified any evidence of 
anti-competitive behaviour in 
the fuel market at a national 
level, where competition 
appears to be strong."

WHAT do you need for the perfect 
family car? Space, obviously, for 
both passengers and luggage and 
plenty of cubby holes. And it needs 
to be tough, yet comfortable, with 
an economical engine for long¬ 
distance travel. 

So far, just about every hatchback 
ever built will fulfil those 
requirements. 

The genius of Nissan's family of 
crossover vehicles is to blend the 
best qualities of a versatile hatch 
with the high-riding practicality of a 
sports utility vehicle. 

The formula has proved 
spectacularly successful with the 
Sunderland-built Qashqai, 

pronounced 'Cash Kai', selling more 
than a million since its launch in 
2007, making it Nissan's most 
successful car so far. That is no 
surprise, as the car that was 
conceived, designed and developed 
in Europe, rides quietly and 
comfortably and handles with 
surprising agility. 

It also has the reassuring option of 
an electronic 4x4 system that can 
automatically compensate for 
unexpectedly slippery conditions, 
such as early morning winter ice, 
wet leaves in autumn, or loose 
gravel. The Tekna test car sits at the 
top of the four trim levels on offer 
and comes with a wide range of 


technology, some of it more useful 
than others. A handy feature is the 
'intelligent key' which allows you to 
lock or unlock the car and start the 
engine without the key ever having 
to leave your pocket. 

Xenon headlamps light the way, a 
Bose speaker system is standard and 
the touchscreen colour satellite 
navigation system is clear and 
simple to operate, offering fastest or 
shortest route, and an 'Eco' option 
which selects a route aimed at 
delivering top fuel economy. The 
system will also warn of congestion 
ahead and calculate an alternative 
route. Nissan is proud of its so- 
called 'Around View Monitor' which 
uses four cameras linked to the 
satnav display screen to give a 360- 
degree view around the car when 
manoeuvring and parking. It sounds 
great, and looks impressive in 
action, but in practice I find that 
concentrating on images on a

'Huge potential' for new car market 


THE latest new car sales figures 
proved better than many had 
predicted. 

A total of 2,036,101 new cars were 
registered in 2012 compared to 
1,930,513 the previous year. 
That represents an increase of 
5.3 per cent, against difficult 
economic conditions and a 
relatively gloomy outlook 
throughout the year. 

Not only that, but the market's 
performance last year was the 
best since the full effect of the 
global recession took hold in 
2008. 

Paul Everitt, chief executive of the 
Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT), said: "Boosted by 
strong consumer demand, the 


market grew at its fastest rate 
for 11 years, with innovative, 
fuel-efficient cars keeping 
buyers in showrooms." 

"Looking ahead to 2013, we 

anticipate the market will hold 
firm, with manufacturers and 
dealers working hard to deliver 
quality and value to motorists." 

Looking more closely at the detail 
suggests this was no fluke or 
anomaly caused by special 
deals. 

Registrations were up in 11 out of 
12 months, and the 5.3 per 
cent growth is the largest 
increase since 2001, and only 
the second rise since the 
recession. 

Arguably the best news is that the 
largest proportion of the 


growth came from private sales 
rather than fleet sales; a 12.9 
per cent rise in private 
registrations - equivalent to 
106,000 cars - suggests that 
consumer confidence is higher 
than even the SMMT's own 
predictions. 

But there's no sales without decent 
product, and due credit has to 
be given to the manufacturers 
who are clearly meeting the 
needs of the customers with 
strong product offerings, 
attractive deals and cost- 
effective aftersales care. 

This year, therefore, has huge 
potential, especially as the 
number of cars that are built 
increased last year and could 
well increase again.
